The Committee beg leave to explain that 
causes ,0f :a private, but unavoidabie ‘na- 
ture, have a ae this report longer than 
they desired. The greater part of this de- 
lay, however, arose from their efforts to 
throw all possible light on the subject. 

The city debt may be divided general] 
into two classes: Ist, THE FUNDED—2n . 
THE FLOATING DEBT. 


I.— FUNDED DEBT. 


The funded debt of the city consists of 
FIFry THOUSAND DoLLAKS ($50,000) coupon 
bonds, bearing eight per cent. interest, is- 
sued under authority ofan act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, entitled act to enable 
the City of Raleigh to borrow money for 
certain purposes,’ ratified March 3rd, 
1369, aft affirmation yote of the qu; li- 


ions. This act requires a 


levied to pay the interest of these bonds, 
and provide a Sinking Fund to uitimately 
redeem the principal. These are usually 
known as “Market House Bonds,” and the 
coupons may be by the fact 
that they are signed by Philip Thiem, 
former City Treasurer. 

In the class of Funded Debts may be in- 
cluded bonds given to J. W. B. Watson for 
land taken tor a street about the year 1860,

II1.—UNFUNDED OR FLOATING DEBT. 


The Unfnnded or Floating debt may | 
likewise be divided into two classes: Ist, 
The Floating Debt evidenced by short term 
eight per cent. bonds, and secondly, that 
evidenced by city warrants, sigued and de- 
livered, bu: not paid, on account of ithe 
want of funds, 

It would be a task which the Commiitee 
have not had time to perform, to personally 
examiae the books in order to ascer- 
tain the exact amount of city warrants out- 
standing. Tney intended to enter on this 
work, but refrained from doing so because 
the Board enjoined the same duty on an- 
other Committee, giving them the power to 
employ a Clerk, which power was not pos- 
sessed by the undersigned. They therefore 
ive the general estimate made ly the 
Jierk and Vollector, Mr. Sorrell, viz: not 
exceeding $25,000 as the probable amount of 
city Warrants outstanding and unpaid, and 
leave the minuteand detailed examination 
of the books to the new cemnaittee. 


2ND.—SHORT TERM BONDS. 


These bonds were issued under authority 
of Section 7, Art. VII, of the Constitution of 
the State, to defray the necessary expenses 
of the city as appears on the face of the 
bonds. When the Board of Commissioners 
of 1871 came into office, it was found that 
there then existed a very large floating 
debt, a portion of wuich was in suit, incur- 
red by the preceding Boards, more than 
sufficient to absorb the whole amount of 
the incoming taxes. The new Board deter- 
mined on the policy of taking up these war- 
rants by coupon bends, running one, two 
or three years,besring eight per cent. inter- 
est, the principal of which, as well as the 
coupons, receivable for city taxes.

The Treas- 
urer of the y:ar, 1872-3, Mr. Churchill, was 
authorized to issue bonds tor these pur- 
poses, and it appears by his book that 
$32, were actually i sued during his 
term of office, although a larger amount 
was autho ized. He redeemed $11,650 ma- 
tured one year bonds. 

It is to be regretted that owing to his 
fai‘ing health, Mr, Cuurchill did not cen- 
tinue the registration of the bonds issued 
by him, whieh he commenced in an ad- 
mirable manner. The above items the 
Committee obtain from his books of ac- 
counts and from tbe re;,ortof the Com- 
mitteeon Accounts, Who were assisted by 
Mr. V. Baliard, their cierk, and the under- 
signed believe 1t to be correct. 

As a part of the above there were issued 
during Mr. Churchil!’s term $1,500 to take 
up city warrants, whieh Were signed by 
Mr. Grausman, Clerk, OM account of the 
absence of the former in Florida, These 
were charged to him, and are included in 
the amount of $32,500 above stateu. 

During the present term of office of Mr. 
J. P. Prairie, he reports having issued, un-

OF THE SINKING FUND. 


Tt will be remembered, as has been al- 
ready stated, that the Board in May, 1873, 
directed the Commissioner of the Sinking 
Fund to pay the interest past due on the 
short terna bonds, agreeing to give him a 
certificate of inaeb edness of the city, bear- 
ing 8 percent, interest, for theamountas 
taken up. In order to get all possibile light 
on tbe subject of these bonds the commit- 
tee examined all the coupons in the posses- 
sion of the said Commissioner, making a 
list of the amounts, numbers and dates. 
They herewith present, as a part of this re- 
port, the said li-ts. 

The coupons show that they must have 
been cut from $62,150 only of bonds, there 
being some considerable amount not pre- 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITIEE.

actly alike in amounts, dates and numbers, 
and name of signer, &c., &c. 

The Committee likewise recommend that 
that the Collector of Taxesand the Treasur- 
er be required to make monthly reporis of 
the coupons, bonds and warrants received 
by them, and that they be immedately can- 
celied by the Auditing Committee. Like- 
wise that the Clerk make monthly reporis 
of the warrants issued, and the easurer 
similarly make reports of the bonds issued 
by him, to whom issued and on what ac- 
count. This recommendation is not made 
because of any suspicion that enything is 
wrong in the accounts of these officers, but 
the Committee think the Board should 
have constant supervision of such accouiits,

Mr. HoAR is 
being strongly pressed by the anti- 
Butlerites and a spirited fight is pro- 
inised. 

The press of the State is almost a | 
unit in the demand for the election 
ofa worthy man. It unhesitatingly | 
eondemns the conduct of BUTLER 
and the array against him seems 
formidable enough to secure the 
defeat of any candidate he might 
favor. 


THE appointment of SenatorSvEw- 
ART to the Chairmanship of the 
Commitiee charged with an investi- 
gation of the affairs of the District of 
Columbia, gives great dissatisfaction. 
Mr, STEWART, who succeeds Mr. 
BouTWELL, is a large property owner 
in the city of Washington. He has 
recently erected there one of the 
most magnificent private residences 
in the country, and, it is said, that 
the Board of Public Works has been 
excessively liberal in the expenditure 
of money for beautifying the public 
grounds in its vicinity. 

Mr. STEWART was amember, if we 
mistake not, of the Committee to in- 
vestigate the New York Custom 
House. The report of that Commit- 
tee was very unsatifactory, and from 
recent developments in the JAYNE 
matter the inquiries of the Commit- 
tee must have been few in number 
and harmless in effect. 


VIRGINIA is called upon to mourn 
the death of one of her most illus- 
trious sons. Judge WiLi41Am T. 
JOYNES, of Petersburg, died at his 
residence in that city on Sunday 
morning last at half-past 10 o’clock. 

Judge JOYNES was in his fifty- 
seventh year. He has at various 
times held different public positions 
under the State and National Gov- 
ernments and so discharged the trusts 
and duties connected with them as 
always to receive the approval of the 
government and of the people. His 
last public position was that of Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, to which he 
was elected during a session of the 
Legislature of which he was a mem- 
ber. He was attacked with the dis- 
ease of which he died in 1871, when 
he resigned his seat as a member of 
the Court. Since he has had frequent 
atiacks of paralysis, which so debili- 
tated his system as to make his re- 
covery from the last impossible. He 
was distinguished for the variety and 
accuracy of his legal knowledge, and 
his opinions, when upon the bench, | 
were models of reasoning and rhet- 
orice. 

Generous, earnest and faithful in 
his intercourse with his fellow-men, 
he commanded almost unlimited res- 


pect and confidence, and deserved 
them. 


THE financial question is still not 
disposed of in the Senate, and cor- 
respondents report now that the ten- 
dency in the Senate is toa law allow- 
ing free banking. 

Messrs. LOGAN, SHERMAN, SCHURZ 
and MorRTON have prepared speeches 
upon the question, and others beside 
these may desire to be heard. It is 
thought possible that a vote may be 
reached by to-morrow. 

We sincerely hope that something 
definite will be done and at once. 
The delay of Congress to fix upon 
some solution of the financial ques- 
tion has already worked incalculable 
injury to the business interests of 
the country. Of course we would 
urge no undue haste in the settlement 
of so vitala question. We recognize 
the necessity for careful consideration 
and thorough research, but certainly 
the business of the country languishes 
while this question remains undeci- 
ded. Men having property to sell 
are unwilling todo so until by the 
re-adjustment of values, consequent 


* pon any action Congress may take, 


* 


the purchasing value of the dollar in 
our cireulating medium is establish- 
ed. It is too greata risk to run. The 
property has a certain, fixed value, 
and except under extraordinary and 
exceptional circumstances will retain 
it. The value of the dollar—the pur- 
chasing value—is variable ; and there- 
fore no operations other than those 
which are enforced are occurring. 
Men have been waiting with anxiety 
for the action of Congress, but still 
that action isdelayed. We sincerely 
trust that the Senate, realizing the 
need of speedy action, will do some- 
thing decided this week. 


THE House of Representatives, the 
Senate not being in session, spent 
Saturday inspeech-making, the pend- 
ing question being the bill regulating 
transportation on railroads and canals 
by Congressional enactment. 

Messrs. PLATT, of Iowa, STANARD, 
Hazweton, of Wisconsin, and BUR- 
Rows addressed the House in favor 
of the bill. Mr. EDEN opposed it up- 
on the grounds that the bill was in 
conflict with the Constitution, and if 
passed would work harm to the pub- 
lic.! 

The advocates of the bill maintain- 
ed its constitutionality under that 
section of the Constitution giving to 


Congress the right ta reonlate com- 
merce between the States. 


The measure fails to excite that in- 
terest in Congress which its friends 
expected. No leading man of either 
party has yet spoken to the ques- 
tion, and the House manifests 
a disposition to postpone its consid- 
eration until other matters are dis- 
posed of. The speakers on Saturday 
were representatives of Western 
States, whose constituencies have 
felt the grievanees which the bill 
seeks to suppress. Unquestionably 
great injury has been done the agri- 
cultural interests of the West by the 
railroad monopolists. The charges 
for transportation for grain are so 
exorbitant as to destroy any profit to 
the producer, and millionsof bushels 
are allowed to rot every year in the 
granaries of that section. Out of 
this oppression sprang the Grange 
movement, and if yet too weak to 
obtain consideration in Congress, the 
day is not distant, when by means of 
numbers the Patrons can command 
attention. Certainly, the project is 
one of public importance, andif any 
relief can be lawfully given, Con- 
gress should hasten to afford it. 


The Bald Mountain Scare, 

A correspondent writing to the 
Asheville Pioneer, under a_ recent 
date, in regard to the Bald Mountain 
phenomenon, says: 


“Tn relation to the phenomenon 
that is now terrifying the people in 
the neighborhood of the Bald moun- 
tain, candor forces me to admit that 
I do not believe their fears altogether 
groundless. 

“T was on the mountain on the 
night of the Ist inst. The noise 
seemed to be under the ground, in a 
small valley beneath what are called 
the Round and the Stone Mountains, 
though I could not exactly deter- 
mine the locality. Sometimes the 
shocks are very heavy, aceompanicd 
by sounds similar to the detonations 
of artillery, and the earth is shaken 
for miles around. A very pereepti- 
ble movement is seen among the 
trees when the vibrations take place 


| and the houses are sufficiently jarred 


to arouse children from their nightly 
slumber, when they manifest their 
fright by cries and screan s. 

‘The sound is more distinctly 
heard in the valley than any other 
place. The people who live in the 
vicinity are very much alarmed, and 
many of them are preparing to emi- 
grate. A protracted meeting is in 

rogress in the immediate neighbor- 

ood, and upwards of forty persons 
have professed religion and joined 
the Baptist church—the only denom- 
ination in thissection. Prayer-meet- 
ings prevail, in which all take an ac- 
tive part, from the worst sinners to 
the best and purest Christians. I at- 
tended one of these meetings, and 
feel safe in saying thatit was the first 
religious assembly I ever witnessed 
where every one was so deeply in- 
terested in the salvation of the soul. 
If this noise is followed by no destruc-

Guano,” and have made additional examination of an 2 sample from a lot of 308 
tons, the result of which, 1 beg to embrace in the following: The Guano is a brownish 

wader, with lumps of combinatlons of lime with Carbonic, Phosphoric and Nitric acids, 
t contains a considerable quantity ot water (about 20 per pent), and when dried is a paler 
brown powder. The Guano is evidently of animal origin, and the minute bones, which 
were discovered in the same, indicate that it is the resu!t of the decay of bats, mice, &c. 
The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about 12 per cent., and this 
yields about 24% per cent. of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per cent. wa- found. All the nitrogen present would be equivalent 
to about 3% per cent. of ammonia. The phosphoric acid in the Guanoj about vn ee 
cent., equal to 27 8 per cent. of bone phosphate. A considerable quantity of the phos- 
phorie acid, however, is present, as so-called neutral phosphate of lime, which, being 
slightly soluble in water, renders the Guano as quick in its action, as a correspondin 
quantity ef superphosphate would do. The small percentage of potash, which was foun 
in the analysis, adds to its value. 

From ail the experiments which I have made of the Guanahani Guano, no doubt can 
exist that it ls a valuable manure.

FROM WASHINGTON. 

The House Leaves the Public Busi- 
ness and Goes to See a Ship 
Lauached—Proceedings in the Sen- 
ate—More Public Lands Wanted. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—No quo- 
rum in the House to-day, but several 
speeches were made on the transpor- 
tation question. A majority of the 
members visited Chester to witness a 
ship launch. 

SENATE.—A memorial was pre- 
sented from a lady of New York 
saying that the temperance tidal 
wave would soon reach Washington, 
and asking that the praying women 
be received at the bar of the Senate 
and that Carpenter, Chandler and 
Sprague be appointed a committee to 
receive them. (Laughter.) The pe- 
tition was referred. 

A petition was presented for the 
removal of the disabilities of Thomas 
Hardy, of Macon. 

There was considerable debate in 
regard to fixing the time for taking a 
vote on the finance question, Sher- 
man submitting a proposition that 
after the passage of the Army Bill, 
it be taken up and pressed to a vote ; 
two days being allowed for the gen- 
eral debate, and after that speeches 
not to exceed ten minutes each. All 
who spoke admitted the importance 
of some action, as the country is 
awaiting the result to shape the 
Spring business. No action on Sher- 
man’s order, which comes up again 
to-morrow. 

Dayis, of West Virginia, made a 
speech on finance, after which the 
army appropriation bill was taken 
up and about half finished, all the 
committee amendments being agreed 
to. This bill was taken up to-day 
with the understanding that if Sen- 
ators are ready to pursue the finan- 
cial debate to-morrow it will be laid 
aside. 

A bill was introduced granting 
publie lands in Florida and Alabama 
to aid in the construction of a Rail- 
road. It grants the right of wa 
through public lands to Daniel P. 
Holland, proprietor of the JacKson- 
sonville, Pensacola & Mobile Rail- 
road for the construction of a road 
from the present terminus of said 
road, at Chattahoochee, to the city of 
Mobile, Ala., and the city of Pensa- 
eola, Fla., and from St. John’s river 
to St. Augustine, Fla., together with 
the right to take from the _ public 
lands,adjacent to the line of the road, 
material for its construction, and 
grants public lands to the road to an 
amount not exceeding twenty acres 
for each ten miles in length of main 
line of road.
